Tbe provider couteods that the 
intermediary did not furnish the tmtching data from which the SSI proxy had been derived, and that this 
validation itt fo matjoa has boon withheld on the basis of a statement in the commentary to the 1995 final 
rule for inpatient PPS. See 60 Fed. Rco, 45811*12 (Sept. 1 1995). The statement indicates mac tbe SSI 
eligibility data used for this DSH calculation ii not available to verify provider's disproportionate patient 
percentage because it is protected by the Privacy Act The intermediary cannot support its jieliance on a 
statement thai occurs in the preamble of a published rule but is not supported bymeregulatery text or by 
the authorizing Mature.
